Even in a humble local lodge like that which 
| houses the Boyne City Masons, a visitor entering 
| for the first time gets a clear sense of the rever- 
, ence that resides there. Entering the hali, the the- 
| atre-style seats that line the walis, the altar on 

which the Bible lays open, and the stations of 
| honor located on opposite walls, bedecked with 
; prints depicting famous historical masons and 
| other symbols of the brotherhood, all speak to the 
| sanctity and serious nature of that which lies . 
' within, 
A lodge is not about its hall, however it’s ‘about 
| the men that meet there, that share the philoso- - 
| phy, the brotherhood, of the Masonic Lodge. It is, 
} unfortunately, a membership that has waned in 
| recent years, due in part to-the incidentally slug- 
| gish flow of information from lodge membership 
to the community at Jarge, and in part, perhaps, to 
what amounts to “the unknown” nature of the

lodge. With a history stretching back much fur-

rior monks formed in the 1100s to

to the Holy Land. 
_ Masonry is said to have taken a 
~~ gumber of forms from that time 
~wntil the (700s, many of which 
_weré underground and about. 


1717, however, Freemasonry members created a 
formal organization in England with the forma- 
tion of the first Grand Lodge. Masonry didn’t take 
long to find its way to the States (still, at that time, 
an English colony), with the establishment of the 
first formal lodge in Michigan taking place in 
1764, The Grand Lodge of Michigan was formed 
in 1825; in Boyne City, members came together 
to establish a local Masonic Lodge in 1882, 
dubbed “Boyne Lodge,” with William Mears as 
the first Master. Lodge meetings, according to the 
lodge history, were held on the Saturday evening 
after the full moon of each month; membership 
fees a whopping 35¢ per brother, with initiation 
fees of $1 per brother. 

A home for the lodge took a little longer to nail 


‘down, with a number of moves taking place'over 
the years. The very first meetings were held on - 


the top floor of the Beardsley Mercantile Store, 
27 South Lake: St., now the location ofthe Pow- 


"der ‘Puff Beauty Salon, The building that once. 


housed the store, and the Mason meetings, was 


destroyed by fire, after which time the meetings’ 


moved to the J.B. Watson Drug Store, located at 
101 E, Water St. (where Sunburst Marine now

destroyed by fire, necessitating. another move 
to the S.B. Neymark Store on East Water Street. 


Later yet, meetings moved to the old post office _ 
building, 201 E. Water St., later known as the | 
Masonic Lodge Building. Flames once again «

Oct. 29, 1951. The masons, however, perse- | 
vered, moving this time to The Odd Fellows | 


Building on Water Street, which now houses Ace 


Hardware. Finally, the masons, now known col- 


lectively as Boyne City Lodge No. 391, moved 


to their own Masonic Temple Building at 212.

nm Northern Michigan community foundations reach a $20 million milestone 


It’s been just 12 years since this area’s two commu- 
nity foundations began. But in that relatively short 
time, both philanthropic organizations have gained 
support, grown assets, and made a significant impact 
in the region. 

Now the Charlevoix County Community: Founda- 
tion and Petoskey-Harbor Springs Area Community 
Foundation have a special reason to celebrate. 

The organizations recently reached an important 
milestone, when their combined total assets topped $20 


__} million. That’s_a considerable amount of charitable 


capital to serve two counties whose combined popula- 
tion barely tops 55,000. 

“The success of our foundations is a real tribute to 
the generosity of people in this area,” said Bob 
Tambellini, president of the Charlevoix County Com- 
munity Foundation. “Long-time and seasonal rest- 
dents, newcomers and resorters alike have shown how 
much they value the natural beauty and quality of life 
here in northwest Michigan-—and they believe that’s 
worthy of their investment.” 

Maureen Nicholson, who serves as executive direc- 
tor of the Petoskey-Harbor Springs Area Community 
Foundation, explains that the real benefit of a large 
asset base can be seen in the foundations’ grantmaking. 

“As our assets have grown, we’ve increased our 
grants to enhance environmental projects, educational 
and cultural programs, health services, recreational 
venues, youth initiatives and more. We’re working 
hand-in-hand with this area’s nonprofits, schools, and 
civic organizations to address needs, giving new ideas 
a try, and nurturing start-up projects too.” 


A COMMON PURPOSE. 

Although community foundations are new to north- 
ern Michigan, they've been around for 90 years. To- 
day, more than 650 community foundations exist 
throughout the country, 60 of them here in Michigan. 

While they may differ in size andStructure, all have 
a similar mission: to improve and enrich the quality 
of life in their area. 

To carry out that mission, each community founda- 
tion accepts donations and manages them profession- 
ally to créate a permanent endowment. Over time, the 
endowment builds, yielding investment income that 
can be used to make grants. It’s that permanence that 
sets community foundations apart from other chari- 
ties, ‘“‘We invest for the future,” Nicholson said, ‘so 
that generations that follow will enjoy the bounty of 
this wonderful part of northern Michigan.” 

Another key feature of community foundations Is 
their focus on local issues. These “people's founda- 


i] tions” are grassroot$ organizations, led by local citi- -

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Tambellini said the local connection keeps community 
foundations flexible, responsive to donor interests, and 
in touch with a broad range of local needs. Those who 
give to the community foundation may make a gift for a 
specific cause, such as land preservation or recreation, or 
choose to make an unrestricted gift that can be used where 
it’s needed most, 

“Donors like being able to do good work, right here, 
close to home, In making a gift to their community foun- 
dation, they can support varied interests, help their friends 

-and neighbors, leave a lasting legacy, realize attractive 
tax benefits, and— most importantly —give something 
back to the community that means so much to them.” 


A SHARED HISTORY. 

The two community foundations have followed a simi- 
lar path during their first decade. Both were launched in 
1992 by local citizens who saw the benefits of establish- 
ing a permanent source of philanthropic revenue, and both 
have been nurtured by many of the same benefactors. 

The Frey Foundation of Grand Rapids has given the 
organizations early and sustaining support, helping to 
underwrite operational costs during critical start-up years. 
A challenge match offered by the W.K. Kellogg Founda- 
tion a few years back created youth advisory committees 
and allowed each of the community foundations to build 
$1 million youth funds to benefit children and teens. The 
Charlevoix County Community Foundation has also re- 
ceived support from the East Jordan Ironworks; and the 
Kennedy and Offield foundations helped the Petoskey- 
Harbor Springs Area Community Foundation grow. 

But an enthusiastic response from area residents and 
those who spend their summers in Emmet and Charlevoix 
counties has given the organizations their biggest push. 

Within a year of starting, each foundation had laid the 
groundwork fora healthy endowment. Hundreds of fami- 
lies, individuals, civic groups, and businesses began to 
set up funds. And, soon after, the two community foun- 
dations started to make grants. 


A BIG IMPACT. 

It's through grantmaking that community foundations 
really come to life. Wherever you go throughout 
Charlevoix or Emmet counties, it’s easy to see evidence 
of foundation grants at work. 

In Emmet County, grants are supporting a number of 
important environmental and land-use initiatives such as 
Emmet 20/20 planning, the Bear River clean-up, a Tan- 
nery Creek restoration project,and M-119 Heritage Route 
enhancements. Other popular programs — from the lively 
Blissfest music fest and the C.S. Lewis Festival, to a stu- 
dent poetry contest, school mini-grants, the Petoskey ten- 
nis courts, renovations at Little Traverse Historical Soci- 
ety, Great Lakes Chamber Orchestra concerts, Harbor 
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Springs Community Park improvements, and snow- 
shoes and backpacks to keep kids active in the win- 
ter-—have received grant support over the years, too. 

In Charlevoix County, grants have helped to create 
heritage gardens at the depot, support substance abuse 
services through the BASES Teen Center, purchase 
playground equipment in Boyne City, build basketball 
courts in East Jordan, expand programs at the commu- 
nity pool, conduct breast cancer outreach, construct 
tennis courts on Beaver Island, provide emergency 
medical and dental care for students, renovate the Jor- 
dan River Arts Center, host land-use workshops for 
citizens, and send countless numbers of young people 
to college —to name just a few. 

Because many area nonprofit programs serve both 
Emmet and Charlevoix counties, the two foundations 
may collaborate on some grant proposals such as those 
that support Crooked Tree Arts Council, the Women’s 
Resource Center, Raven Hill, Challenge Mountain, and 
area-wide smoking cessation and prevention programs. 

Since the community foundations began making 
grants, they've distributed more than $8.6 million 
throughout the two counties. 

“It’s amazing to see how much good a small grant 
can do to help a nonprofit program,” Tambellini said. 
“And, when you think of what our combined $8.6 mil- 
lion in grants means to two counties with fewer than 
56,000, you get some sense of our impact. On a per 
capita base, each of our community foundations is 
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larger than the one serving New York City! 

LOOKING AHEAD. 

While they continue to build their endowments and 
increase grantmaking, both community foundations are 
working toward becoming self-sustaining. Each has a 
campaign underway to create a permanent fund that 
will support administrative and operating costs. 

As they’ve grown, the foundations have also devel- 
oped expertise in serving as community leaders and 
problem-solvers. “More and more people now look to 
our foundations as catalysts for change and facilitators 
for new initiatives,” Nicholson said, noting work on 
area park development and countywide planning 
projects. “By acting as a neutral sounding board, we 
can often bring together the right mix of donors, do- 
ers, and financial resources to make things happen.” 

Whatever the future holds for our region, one thing 
is certain: the Petoskey-Harbor Springs Area and 
Charlevoix County Community Foundations will be 
part of the action. ‘“‘We’re here to make a positive 
difference now, and for years to come,”’ Tambellini said. 
“It’s a great privilege to serve our communities, and to 
help change things for the better. We’re excited about 
al] that lies ahead.”

Changes in AD 
position bring 

_ up questions 


TO THE EDITOR: 


As a concemed taxpayer, I’m trying to figure out why 
the Boyne City Public School Board of Education is 
changing the athletic director position at the high school, 
Kirk Kujawski has held that position for the last two years 
and the previous five years as assistant athletic director. 
The athletic department and overall athletic program ap- 
pear to be operating efficiently with Kirk acting as direc- 
tor. Our athletic facilities have received many high praises 
under his leadership; he works well with coaches and of- 
ficials, and thinks what is best for kids when making ad- 
ministrative decisions. Upon reading his employee per- 
formance evaluation as athletic director for the previous 
year, he received high ratings in all categories. Kirk was 
asked and will speak at an upcoming session with other 
members of the Michigan High School Athletic Associa- 
tion, through the North Central Officials Association, 
Topic: Communication Between the Athletic Deparment 
and Sports Officials. 

Now, for an unspecified reason, some of our schoo] 
board members decided that we should look at ‘expand- 
ing the position’ of the athletic director. They instructed 
the superintendent to post the position within the school 
district and see who was interested. An interview com- 
mittee consisting of the high school principal and assis- 
tant principal, middle school principal, and two varsity 
head coaches looked at the three candidates. Kirk 
Kujawski was the unanimous choice by the committee. 
Their recommendation was forwarded to the superinten- 
dent, who also recommended retaining Kirk as athletic 
director. Keep in mind, that combined, this group has al- 
most 100 years of educational experience and distinguish- 
ing what is best for kids. The school board rejected the 
recommendation. This decision was not made at an open 
schoo] board meeting in July, rather during a closed ses- 
sion after the public was excused from the general meet- 
ing. Todd Derenzy was subsequently offered the position. 

When doing a cost/benefit analysis of this situation, I 
see that the cost to the taxpayers for this change of posi- 
tion will be $30,000 to $50,000, with the benefit to our 
kids and the community unspecified. - 

I realize several tough decisions are made by our school 
board every day and that much time and energy can be 
spent with little reward. 1 would hope that this topic will 
be addressed by our schoo! board president during the 
August 9 meeting, so the community can rest assured that 
the correct decision was made with our kids in mind.

Editor’s note: According to Boyne City schools super- 
intendent Jim Cooper, the interview committee did rec- 
ommend retaining Kujawski, but only if the athletic 
director's position would remain as it was, a stipend po- 
sition. Responding, however, to the school board’s dect- 
sion to expand the athletic director's position the inter- 
view committee then recommended industrial arts instruc- 
tor Todd Derenzy, who was subsequently hired for the 
position. Now structured as a half-time/half time post, 
Derenzy teaches part of the day and attends to athletic 
director duties for the remainder of the day, an arrange- 
ment that Cooper said would not have been practical for 
Kujawski’s present position as grounds supervisor. When 
Kujawski took the position four years ago, Cooper notes, 
following the departure of student success coordinator/ 
athletic director Steve Beyer, the stipend nature of the 
position was intended to be a temporary condition, pend- 
ing future budget and district needs considerations. “We 
really appreciate the fact that {Kujawski} stepped up, 
knowing this job could change at any time, knowing we 
could expand it, he stepped up and did an admirable job,” 
Cooper said. “I can’t say enough about his work ethic or 
what he did for us. 1 think though, considering all of the 
circumstances involved in expanding the program, this 
was the best choice the board could make.” The new ar- 
rangement, Cooper continued, makes sense from an in- 
structional standpoint as weil, with the hiring of another 
half-time industrial arts instructor making it possible for 
the district to offer an additional section of classroom 
instruction, a move that has been under discussion over 
the course of the last two years. “A lot of variables played 
into this decision,” he said. The changes, Cooper added, 
were discussed in open session at the regular school board 

meeting in June, with action taken at the July meeting. 
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_ Supreme Court ruling puts 
United States back “Under God”

Friends of the Boyne seek support 
from public on effluent issue 


TO THE EDITOR: 


In response to the Boyne City City Commission’s deci- 
sion to discharge the effluent from the new wastewater treat- 
ment plant directly into the Boyne River, the Friends of 
the Boyne River (FOB), embarked on an effort to investi- 
gate the decision and to try to determine an alternative plan 
that would be jess unpleasant aesthetically and less haz- 
ardous environmentally. This process has consumed many 
man-hours and incurred significant financial liability. The 
FOB learned that this was a complicated problem requir- 
ing reasoned and informed action. Reasonable people can 
have honest differences of opinion. 

In pursuing this action FOB employed the assistance of 
an environmental attorney and a wastewater treatment con- 
sultant. Many individuals, conservation groups, environ- 
mental organizations, and associations have expressed vari- 


‘ous levels of support. This support has been in the form of 


verbal encouragements, written letters, and to a lesser ex- 
tent financial help. 

One of the major hurdles has been the decision of the 
Michigan Department of Environmental Quality to sup- 
port the City’s position. This has been in spite of being 
contrary to the MDEQ'’s vision statement and contrary to 
department goals. It has resulted in a rush to judgment and 
is being appealed to the Ditector of MDEQ. 

The issues ate important to all. There may be human 
health concems that would result from wastewater efflu- 
ent discharged into the river and flowing downstream 
through town, If there are human health concerns result- 
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ing from the discharge near the beach then why wouldn’t 
there also be health concerns in the river. The river may 
lose its current status allowing “full body contact” to a sta- 
tus allowing only “partial body contact.” Additionally, the 
long term sustainability of salmon and trout runs in the 
river can be threatened by contaminates that are not re- 
moved by the treatment process. The ultimate result of the 
FOB’s intervention cannot be known at this time. 

In order for the FOB to continue activity on this issue it 
will need substantial financial support from all parties that 
believe in this cause. There is a broader issue. The prece- 
dent determined in this case can have widespread effect in 
the entire State of Michigan and could protect other valu- 
able water resources. 

The Board of Directors of the FOB urges interested par- 
ties to step forward and contribute financially to the FOB’s 
Effluent Fund now. We are also interested in public com- 
ment. If you cannot contribute financially, we still urge 
you to give us your comments.
